DETAILED ACTION 

1. This action is responsive to amendment received on July 30, 2008. Claims 24 
and 39-41 were amended. Claim 43 was newly added. 

REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

2. Claims 24-43 are allowable over the prior art of record. 

3. This communication warrants no examiner's reason for allowance, as applicant's 
reply makes evident the reason for allowance, satisfying the record as whole as 
required by rule 37 CFR 1 .104 (e).
